As per UDC5.8.9. 2. Fort Lowell HPZ Historic Review process.

PMM has been contracted by the City of Tucson to provide the architectural services for the Exterior
Preservation of the Fort Lowell Museum and Kitchen. The building will remain as operational facilities
on the Fort Lowell Park campus and likely be managed by the El Presidio Trust. The scope of work to
be provided will include reconstruction of the failing adobe veneer, new structural joist, and ledger of
the surrounding porch. Repairs will be made to some window frames. Electrical service
improvements will be made.

The Fort Lowell Museum and Kitchen are within the Fort Lowell Historic District. The Museum and
Kitchen were reconstructed in 1963 as replicates of the Commanding Officer's quarters. The buildings
were inaccurately placed approximately seventeen feet to the north the historic alignment of
Cottonwood lane. The buildings are concrete masonry units with a raw un-plastered adobe veneer. A
substantial portion of that veneer collapsed in the rainy summer of 2021.

The exterior of the structures will be stripped of all raw adobe. Most of the existing adobe is badly
water damaged. The south adobe veneer of the kitchen has delaminated and collapsed. The new
veneer will be Portland-cement-stabilized adobe brick with mechanical attachments to the CMU
structure behind.

The existing roof and joist of the porch will be removed and replaced with a new ledger, larger joist,
and new decking to match. The existing post and beams will remain.

In all cases the new work will match the existing.
